TRYING TO GETSON. 
FROM FORMER HUSBAND 


After Much Litigation the 
Boy Was Twice Kidnaped 
and Mr, Yerger Has Had 
Him Hidden Two Years. 


It became krown today to the many 
friends of Mrs. Helen A. Yerger, who was 
plaintif? in the most celebrated divorce 
procéedings of recent years, that she was 
married te George A Cleland, a prominent 
Chicago business man, Jan. 27 at St. 
Charles, 

Mr. L. B. of 425 North Taylor 
avenue, mother Mrs. Cleland, insists 
the marriage was not an elopment. 

“The only reason for secrecy,:'' she said, 
“was thet we did not want Helen’s 
first husband to learn of the wedding. 
Ve thought that if he did not Jearn of 
liclen’s improved circumstances and her 
probable increased ability to search for her 
bor, he would allow his vigilance to relax 
and we would have an opportunity to fol- 
low up what seem to be good clues. 

“My daughter secured the divorce from 
Mr. Yerger, and the court gave the child 
to her. Since then Mr. Yerger has stolen 
the little fellow from her and he now has 


him.’ 
Kidnapings and 
Divorce Suits Galore. 


The Yerger divorce case, with its attend- 


ant kidnapiig®“was-one of the most cele- 
brated proceedings in the civil court. 
George Yerger and Miss Helen A. Jack-

son were married in January, 1390, and 
separated in June, 1898. 
The first trial was held in St. Louis in 


December, 1898. It was sensational and at- 


tracted much attention. 

This was followed by an attempted 
kidnaping, and in August, 1899, both Mr. 
and Mre. ‘Yerger filed suits for divorce. 
Mr. Yerger filed the first suit at Inde- 
pendence on August 2, and he alleged de- 
sertion, and that Mrs. Yerger was not at 
that time a resident of the state. 

August 15 Mre, Yerger filed suit for di- 
voree at Independence, [fn which she al- 
eged drunkenness, abuse and numerous 
other causes for separation. Her suit was 
set for the October term of the circuit 
court at Bonville. but Mr. Yerger's suit 
was set for the September term at Inde- 
pendence. 


The Boy Kidnaped

Yerger had the cusiody of the child at 
the time the divorce was denied in St. 
Louis, and he held the Ilttle 7-year-old in 
spite of an attempt to secure posession 
of him on the part of the mother the fol- 
lowing May.

Postmaster Carlisle held his position under 
the civil service, the office being so classi- 
fied during the sccond administration of 
President Cleveland. This secretary was 
Douglas Caruthers. Caruthers was trans- 
ferred to more onerous labors, such as 
handling mail sacks, and he quit in dis- 
gust. Another, who was at the stamp 
window, was assigned a similar task, and 
thus a general shake-up of the force was 
brought about by the ‘transfer’ system,” 
which the postmaster’s friends say was in-

Were the charges formulated against 


Postmaster Baumhoff the outgrowth of a 
huge conspiracy? 

Is it possible that to vindicate, personal 
grievances the employes of the St. Louis 
postoffice conceived a plot to ruin, with the 
executive of the department as their in- 
tended victim? 

The decision lies with President Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

An affirmative answer means the reap- 
pointment of Mr. Baumhoff to his present 
position. 

If, on the other hand, no such belief as 
that indicated is entertained, Postmaster 
Baumhoff will be ousted. 

The issue has been squarely defined by 
William W. Foulke, member of the national 
civil service board, whom President Roose- 
velt appointed to review the evidence of 
the Baumhoff case. 

Both personally and politically, Mr. 
Foulke is a close friend of the Presideut. 
He is respected as a conscientious officer. 

Mr. Foulke not only dismisses the grave 
charges against the St. Louis potsmaster 
as the web of a conspiracy, but goes further 
and recommends that the three postoffice 
inspectors, sent to St. Louis last November 
to ascertain the truth or falsity of the ac- 
cusations laid at the door of Postmaster 
Baumhoff, be called upon to explain why 
they did not bring to light the real motive 
underlying the institution of the case. 

The investigating committee to which Mr. 
Foulke refers consisted of Inspector J. §. 
Maher of the Chicago division, Wm. J. 
Vickery, chief postoffice inspector of Cin- 
cinnati and Warren M. Dickson of Phila- 
delphia, 

These gentlemen were selected because of 
the administration's belief that whatever 
dcision thy might reach would at least 
have the merit of being unbiased. 
Verdict cf Guilty 

Was Rendered. 

None of them was known to have been 
controlled by any influence which cou'!d 
suggest a partial verdict. . 

They were strangers to Mr. Baumhoff 
and his subordinates. Pleading the im- 
portant qualification that “We know noth- 
img aboyt the case,’ they became eligible 
as en. 

Their verdict was: | 

“We have examined the evidence and 
find the defendant, Postmaster Baumhoff, 
gullty, as charged."’ 

‘These inspectors had seen long experience 

fn the service of the government. In no 
instance was their official term less than 
20 years. 

The fact that the term “conspiracy” is 
made the basis of the commissioners’ re- 
‘port gives the case an aspect of unusual 
importance. 

In Washington it has attracted more than 
passing attention. 

Missouri politics have always annoyed 
the national administration. 

Two officials whom President Roosevelt 
would have reappointed in St. Lou's were 
disqualified because of scandals connected 
with their public record and private life. 

Postmaster Baumhoff is anxiouSly await- 
Sing his fate. He had been, until yester- 
day, in Washington six weeks. whie the 


largest federa] institution in Missouri—the | 


St. Louis postoffice—was running with- 
out a head. 

Baumhoff has received encouragement— 
lots of it—from the postoffice derartment. 
In fact, the officials from Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Payne down, speak Baumhoff's praises. 


His perticular friend at this time is Col. 
Richard C. Kerens, national committee- 

man from Missouri. 

' ‘When Baumhoff wanted the appointment 
as postmaster at St. Louis four years ago 
- he sought Kerens’ aid. . 

Kerens and Postmaster-General Payne 

are bosom companions. Politically and 
otherwise, they have been inseparable. 
- Jt was at the request of the Kerens’ man- 
agers that Baumhoff appointed Normun 
Florsheim, a conspicuous figure of the 
Yiegenhein administration, to a lucrative 
position in the St. Louis postoffice. 

Working beside a clerk receiving $0 a 
month, and performing no more responsible 
duties himself, Florsheim drew $1800 a 
year. 

Fiorsheim was not required, as was his 
co-worker, to make the civil service ex- 
amination.

Four months ago it reposed among a 
pile of cheap ehromos and prints in a 
second-hand store at 8200 South Broadway. 
The dealer sold it to a friend of Mr. Hil- 
ton’s for $9. The latter disposed of it to 
Mr. Hilton for $10, and thought he was 
well rid of old rubbish.

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~ JUDGE HORATIO. WC DECLARES 


Judge Horatio D. Wood of Division No. 6 
of the Circult Court, one of the foremost 
members of the judiciary of St. Louis and 
Missourt, is opposed to the calling of spe- 
cial juries, except in cases where they are 
allowed at common law. 
Among his reasons for opposing the spe- 
cia] jury system now in vogue in St. Louis, 
are the following: | 
The great number of busincss men who 
are taken from their places of business to 
sit on cases in which no speolal ability is 
required. 
The loss of time to the various courts 
consumed in impaneling special juries, 
they being frequently demanded in cases 
appealed from justices of the peace. 
The time and labor expended bythe sher- 
iff and his deputies in obtaining service on 
special] jurors. . 
The fact that special jurors are less in- 
clined to follow the law and evidence and 
instructions of the court than ordinary 
petit jurors, and the verdicts of petit juries 
are more in accord with law and justice 
than those of special juries. 
The general loss to the men who serve on 
special juries, not commensurate with the 
g00da obtained. 
“Special jury trials take up too much of 
the time of the St. Louis courts,’’ stated 
Judge Wood to the Post-Dispatch. 
“Our judges frequently lose the greater 
part of a day impaneling a jury in cases 
where the petit jury, regularly selected, 
would do as well. 
“IT believe my colleagues on the bench will 
bear me out in this statement. 


Don’t Do as Well

HOW COURTS GET 
SPECIAL JURORS 


BY GEORGE P. WEINBRENNER. 
The method by which the St. Louls 
courts are supplied with jurors are known 
only in part to the general public. 

Jury Commiss‘oner George P. Weinbren- 
ner has given the Post-Dispatch a descrip- 


tion of the workings of the department un- 
der his charge. 

Every two years a canvass of the city is 
made by 60 Or 60 deputies selected for the 
work by the jury commiesioner. These men 
make a house to house canvass as well as 
canvass of the business places to learn now 
many men are available for jury service. 
The canvass for 1902 showed that there 
were 120, 

From this nuniber the jury commissioner 
selects 4,000 names. The age, nationality 
and oceupation is also learned. 

These names, with the ether information, 
are ontered in a large book, called the jury 
regi Small slips of paper Gonseining 
these names and numbers eet tpg, Bho 
Goat in the book, are placed in the ju 


eol. 
This wheel is about four and a half feet 
in dlameter and a foot t . It Is oper- 
ated with a-handle, and looks like a large 
grindstone. 
There are seven Circult Courts, two Cir- 
cult Court rooms for criminal causes, the 
Court of Criminal!

Senor  Maunel Candamo 
Likely to Be Chosen Pres- 
ident in May. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Senor Manuel 
Candamo, leader of the Civil party of Peru, 
was born in Lima in 182, studied in that 
city and finished his education in Paris. 
He traveled extensively through Europe 
and in the Orient, visiting China and Japan. 
On his return to Peru he entered the diplo- 
matic service, and was appointed secretary 
of the Peruvian legation in Chill. In 1871 


he joined ‘the Civil party, which was organ- 
ized by Manuel Pardo. During the admin- 
istration of the latter he was S iready well 
known as a thorough man of business, and 
became manager Of one of the leadin ng 
banks and a director of several financi 

and industrial institutions. In 1875 he be- 
came colonel in the yer of L Guard, and

later was elected may@r of Lima. In the 
war with Chili he enlisted as a 
the reserve army -that-defended the capital 
and’fought tn this - — at the ‘battle of 
Miraflores on Jan. 88%. After the fall 
of Lima he was es eel to Chili, together 
with many of the leading eltizens of Peru, 
and held a prisoner until abe treaty of 
Ancon was signed, in October, 1 

On his return to Peru he aided materially 
in the reorganization of the Civil pare: 
and became an ardent partisan of n. 
Caceres, who was fighting for the suprem- 
acy of the constitution, which has been 
in abeyance since the war. When, in 1886, 
Gen. Caceres became Constitutional Presi- 
dent, Senor Candamo was elected senator 
from Lima, and shortly afterward was 
chosen president of the senate. 

Since then he has distinguished himself 
ae) an able politician. upright and sincere 
progressive in his ideas. It was due 
to high standing and ability that, on 
the death “al Dr. Francisco Rosas, the chief 
of the party, he wae elected to fill the va- 


ivate in 


cancy.

* Petitions of voluminous proportions were 
presented in the Senate today. Each sen- 
ator had a petition several yards long ask- 
ing for the passage of the merchants’ 10 
per cent garnishment law.

The bill is 
on the calendar for engrossment in the Sen- 
ate.

It is Known that the defrauded express 
company has engaged detectives to watch 
every movement ef Beeler, from the time 
he leaves the prison doors, with a view to 
ljoeating the stolen money, or at ieast 
feme portion of it. After Beeler was con- 
vieted, the company sued him and ob- 
tained judgment for $50,000. 

Charlies A. Beeler had been with the 
Wells-Fargo Express Co, for many years, 
working up from an insignificant post. 


The funds referred to, amounting to 
$62,000, consisted of a shipment of cash 
from Hovsion to San Antonio, and was to 
be used in paying off the employes o: the 
Bouthern Pacific raliroad west of that city. 
It was consigned to the paymaster there, 

Beeler took ihe money pac e trom 
the office safe, duly receipted it, and drove 
away, ostensibly to deliver it to the pay: 
masier, whose car was te go west later 


t day. 

t was early in the morning when Beele: 
left with the $52,000 in his custody. Thai 
was the last seen of him. At first it was 
supposed that the delivery had been made. 
Towards the middle of the afternoon the 
paymaster called up the expres office 
and asked that the money be .6ent over 
immediately, as his car was ready to pro- 
ceed on the westward trip. 

So long had Beeler been with the company 
and so high was his standirg, officials re- 
fused to believe that anything was w:iong. 
They insisied that he had merely been 
delayed. 

At dusk the wagon and team of the 
delinquent and trusted employe were 
breught to headquarters by an old negro 
who had found the horses, still attached 
to the vehicle, quietly grazing in a chap- 
paral thicket west of the city. 

Foul play was the first theory and a 
prompt and vigorous qarch was institut- 
ed in the belief that Beeler had béen kid- 

ed by robbers, and then made away 
with in order to conceal] the crime. 

After a long search on the part of the 
officers Beeler was located and arrestec 
in Mexico, duly extradited and landed in

When the trial came up Beeler took a 
short cut to avoid the legal probing, and 
peaded guilty to embezzlement.
